Welfare Costs 
On Rise Here 


Welfare costs in Northfield dur- 
ing June were nearly $1,000 high- 
er than those reported for the 
same month a year ago, according 
to a summary issued recently by 
the public welfare board. 

A total of $6,441.10 was expend- 
ed for 67 relief cases, compared to 
$5,467.49 for 62 cases in June, 
1956. In May. 66 cases received a 
total of $6,085.96. 

Heaviest increase was in old age 
assistance, where total expendi- 
ture for 58 cases was $5,487.96. 
During May there was one less 
case reported and a total cost of 
$4,931.45. 

Three cases of aid to dependent 
cihldren cost $331.60, a drop of 
$46.36 since the May report, al- 
though the case count remained 
unchanged. 

A high proportion of hospitali- 
zation and funeral costs paid dur- 
welfare costs for the month, the 
welfare costs forthe month, the 
board puinted out.

Tuesday was state election day, 
Wednesday was government or- 
ganization day, Thursday was ju- 
dicial day and Friday, unlike the 
others was athletic day. 


We divided into cities and towns 
according to which we came from. 
We also elected a county govern- 
ment. A county was made up of 
two towns and a city. 


We were all required to take a 
law course. I received more infor- 
mation from this, I think, than 
any other part of boys’ state. We 
took notes during the lectures on 
these courses and at the end of 
the course we were given a bar 
examination. Those of us who 
passed became attorneys. The pass- 
ing mark was 80% (I received the 
rating of attorney.) Those who re- 
ceived the highest marks became 
judges. 

We also elected a state gov- 
ernor. During this election a poli- 
tical rally was held which was 
louder than the national conven- 
tions. 

Those of us who could play mu- 
sical instruments played in the 
band in which there were more 
than forty members. We played 
at all the night assemblies and 
also the All-star game which was 
played this year with the Athol 
Junior American Legion team. 
There was a tie score, 2-2. The 
three best players in each town 
were chosen to play on this team. 

At night assemblies we had va- 
rious speakers including Edward 
J. Cronin, who swore in the Boys’ 
State governor and his staff, rep- 
resentatives from the registry of 
motor vehicles, a lady selectman 
and the governor of Girls’ State. 


Monday we permanently elect- 
ed town officials. I was elected 
town clerk. On Tuesday we elect- 
ed the county officials and state 
officials. 

Here is a typical day: Reveille 
at 6:30, breakfast, then we went 
to the town meetings. At 9 we had 
an assembly in the gymnasium, 10, 
law course; 12, dinner; 2-5, recre- 
ation; 5, supper; 6:15, town clerks’ 
meeting; 7:15, band rehearsal; 8, 
general assembly; 10:30, taps. 

From Boys’ State two boys are 
selected to go to Boys’ Nation in 
Washington, D. C. The individual

The U.S. maternal mortality rate 
is less than one-twelfth what it 
was in 1930. 

The main reasons behind this 
dramatic improvement are great 
strides in medical science, par- 
ticularly in new drugs and medi- 
cations, and the increased advan- 
tage expectant mothers are 
taking of the medical and hos- 
pital care available to them. In 
1935, 63 percent of all American 
babies were born in places other 


than hospitals, and 18 percent of 
all live births were not attended 
by physicians. 

In spite of today’s more com- 
plete, safer care, maternity costs 
are down. Health Information 
Foundation reports that average 
total medical costs for hospital- 
ized maternity care have actually 
dropped 17 percent since 193)— 
from $258 to $213—when you 
allow for today’s inflated dollars. 
Today’s mother, in other words, 
is getting better care—and she’s 
getting it at less cost to the fam- 
ily pocketbook.

There are times when we step 
outside the house, not confined to 
the four walls, that we can see life 
through larger windows. We gath- 
er new thoughts and get a differ- 
ent perspective. 

After the languid, enervating 
days with high humidity, this day 


|}is a sparkler. There’s a fresh crisp 


breeze, radiant sunshine and a 
clear' blue Massachusetts sky 
overhead.: , 

The great gray outcropping of 
rock tothe west of the house 
looked So inviting, I héaded direct- 
ly toward it, to a niche just’ made 
for’ sitting. This rock-spot is a 
lovely tranquil'retreat where I can 
sit quietly to meditate and look 
at all around me. Here settled 
for a brief interval with wild roses 
and ferns at my feet, I can look 
out under the spreading branches 
of the great white oak, down 
across, the low flat meadow lands 
stretching below, out beyond to 
the foothills of the Berkshires. 

Woodbine clambers over the 
rocks to my right decorating the 
silvery gray with colorful tracery. 
With equal ease it scales the tree 
trunk aided by the deep furrowed 
bark. Squirrels too find a foothold 
there. A little farther on tall slim 
stems of mullein add their stiff- 
necked height to the stone fence 
beside which they grow. 

A well shaped Japanese barber- 
ry at my elbow once housed a 
brown thrasher’s nest. It is forti- 
fied with a barrage of prickles, 
pointed reminders to hold one’s 
distance. Yet it seems to be a fa- 


vorite food of the cottontail rabbit 
in winter. The fruits are like 
green beads strung along the 
stems, .half hidden by the leafage. 


Overhead the oak boughs near- 
ly brush the tips of the pin cherry 
in friendly communication. Cedar 
waxwings and young robins are 
feasting on the ripening crerries. 
Chipmunk also is interested in the 
cherry harvest. He _ periodically 
filles his cheek pouches with the 
small juicy fruit to carry to his 
cool air conditioned home. close by. 
A large coppery butterfly sailed 
eratically .by—a magnificent spe- 
cimen was. this great spangled fri- 
tillary. One’s thoughts too take 
wing. a 

On the brow of the hill stands 
this venetable ‘old oak tree buf- 
feted» by the strong winds that 
sweep’ across the open spaces from 
the north> and west. The long 
gnarled branches once extended a 
great distance on all sides. Now 
many have died back or have 
broken off leaving jagged ends. 
The loosening bark stands away in 
places and lichens and fungus 
cling closely to the branches. 

This oak was a patriarch when 
we built our house in the sweep 
of its shadow. Some who know say 
it has a twin near Puffer’s Pond 
about a mile to the east, but that 
one is in much better condition— 
prim and neat.
